Frederick County, MD — Matt Morris

Wheat harvest is in full swing in Frederick County with good
harvest conditions during the reporting period. Test weights on
wheat are low (52lb average) and DON levels in the 7-8 range.
Estimates are that only 10% of the crop will be milling quality
wheat. Conditions did turn dry on top as most crops are shallow
rooted due to early season, surplus moisture. Rain is predicted to
fall on 7/6 and will help as early corn is mid-silk.

Howard & Montgomery Counties, MD — Charles Schuster

Temperatures started the reporting period very high, mid 90 degree
range. By the end of the reporting period temperatures had
moderated greatly to the low to mid 80's. Forage harvest has moved
well during this period. Wheat harvest is nearly done, and most
report lighter than normal test weight, Vomitoxin numbers slightly
much too high, and falling numbers being a problem. Peach harvest
has started, for some the first time in three years. Some quality
issues exist with peaches due to weather. Apple thinning is
finished, and most apples look good, with some varieties showing
lower than normal numbers on the tree. Pastures look much better
with the dry and warm weather, and livestock are not cutting up the
soft ground. Vegetable and fruit harvest is moving along very well.
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Sussex County, DE — Harry T Hudson 111
Vomitoxin reported in small grain harvest. Sussex County needs
rain badly now.
